man. Such a condition will be felt to be slavery, 
and will lead to opposition and rebellion. At present, 
the worker is at least free to choose his work, to 
assume labor under a more or less free contract, and 
to change his employment or employer, if he con- 
siders the working conditions unsatisfactory. Un- 
der the socialistic regime this freedom is greatly 
limited for the evident reason that the worker is 
at the same time subject to the political authority 
which economically is his employer. He may be 
employed by a’man, who as his superior may find 
it suitable to assign work to his subjects. A so- 
ciety of this type will never be able to hold to- 
gether men endowed with freedom and selflove. 

Once the false principle of political liberalisn 
has been accepted, what can prevent those, wht 
heretofore lived in poverty, or the ruling majority, 
to snatch away from the people the last vestige of 
liberty, the free control even over the most neces- 
sary possessions like the ordinary commodities, or 
over the most sacred possessions, like religion and 
education. Man cannot help living in a continued 
state of fear that this absolute power may one day 
crush all his individuality, and may deprive him 
of all his liberty. As long as man is born free, a 
society in which this fear stalks about like a dread 
spectre cannot endgre. 

As long as socialism is only a a erates veiled 
picture, with its terrible shortcomings kept hidden 
behind the glistening mirage of prosperity through 
equality, it may fascinate the suffering masses. Buy 
when it comes to life and is seen in its full reality, 
it will soon be most lothsome and abhorrent, How 
cana society which glories in liberalism, in selfish- 
ness, which is composed of self seeking subjects and 
self seeking superiors, escape suspicion, | _ jealousy, 
intrigue and at last disruption! : 

The leading minds of socialism fully realize 
these shortcomings of the Marxian plans. hey, 
perceive the impossibility of a harmonious society, 
in which all the means of production are socialized, 
not to mention the economic impossibility, For that 
reason they have gradually limited their demands 
for communistic production or state ownership of 
all industries, trades and stores. They advocate 
that only the larger undertakings should be con-- 


trolled by the state or socialized. Others hope with 


Henry George for a new society and a happy so- 
cietv, if the soil alone becomes common property. 
By thus limiting their- demands phese socialists

implicitly deny some of socialism’s fut 
principles. Above all they cease to maintain that al 
private productive property 1s essentialy wrong. 
But let us not be deceived. Socialism thus modified 
is no less objectionable or dangerous than the more 


fundamental 
1 


radical system. 
But supposing that its demands were restricted 
such a degree that its proponents would 
agree with us regarding the industries or 
utilities which should be socialized. Although 
its practical proposals would then be ac- 
ceptable to us, the society permeated by the 
socialistic spirit of liberalism would still be es- 
sentially different from the one which Christian 
economy hopes to build on the ruins of capitalism. 
Not only are our ideals and principles diametrically 
opposed to each other; but while ours foster a civic 
and social spirit, socialism’s liberalism disrupts and 
scatters, 

A society, well grounded in sound social and 
economic principles, and imbued with the conscious- 
ness of social duty towards state and individuals 
alike, will readily accept limitations of individual 
freedom. It is conscious of the fact that they are 
imposed solely ‘because they are necessary for the 
wellbeing of the entirety, that authority on its part 
sedulously avoids all unnecessary interference, and 
that the citizens have nothing to fear from the 
authorities. The right of socialization is safe in the 
hands of superiors, who on ethical principles admit 
clearly defined limitations of their rights, who 
shrink from usurping excessive powers, and who 
on principle desist from any undertaking which 
individual initiative can accomplish. They consider 
it a violation of justice to curtail excessively and 
arbitrarily man’s liberty, and above all recognize 
a limited right of private property and production. 

But in a society fed on liberal principles there is 
neither restraint in the authority nor in the indvi- 
dual. There, authority knows no restraint in the 
abuse of inferiors, and the iAdividuals mistrust 
authority, and justly so. Socialization cannot be 
left in the hands of superiors, where this socializa- 
tion is determined by absolute and irreponsible 
authority, above all when such action is stimulated 
by class hatred, and when it is applied by an author- 
ity, which recognizes no limits of its action beside 
its own will. Such authority is tyranny, and must 
engender suspicion and opposition. It is intolerable 
to any human being; the more so to men, who on 
their part are also steeped in liberalism, irrespons- 
ibility and selfishness. 

Every kind of socialism, even the most moder- 
ate, must change its spirit, if it wishes to reform 
society, But in doing so, it ceases to be socialism, 
and we could, once this reform has been adopted, 
welcome it to our ranks of solidarism. Let it not 
shrink from taking this step ; because we do not rely 
so extensively on forced reform and on socializa- 
tion as the socialistic program does. The spirit of 
reform which we uphold will supersede the liberal 
Spirit, and will, more than all artificial reforms, 

free us from economic evils, together with those

id 
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religious, moral and political nature 
ushered in by liberalism and capitalism, : 

But we on our part must not forget that, al- 
though socialism is a pernicious theory, it is and 
will always prove most persuasive and attractive’ 
to those who see in it the only escape from liberal 
capitalism, which permits a few to obtain excessive 
wealth at the cost of the ever increasing poverty and’ 
dependency of the masses. This spectre of poverty 
and dependency, says Bebel, “is the source feeding 
socialism.”’ In a derisive tone he adds: “Have you 
the means to stop up this source? If you have, you 
can overcome socialism.” : 

Therefore, no refutation of socialism’s false 
theories alone will undo socialism, Perhaps this is 
a blessing in disguise. It forces us to fight socialism 
by actual, practical referms, it leaves us no other 
alternative but to wage a resolute and sincere com- 
bat against capitalistic liberalism. We must tell 
the masses that we abhor capitalism as much as so- 
clalism; and that we intend to replace both with 
our own ideal, solidarism. 

Even the sad example of Russia has not been 
able to destroy socialism’s lure. The poor of the 
lowest and the middle class will adhere to it, unless 
we can show-them a real escape from poverty and 
misery, in one word from liberalism, and especially 
from liberalistic economy. If we neglect to accomp- 
lish this their suffering and bitterness will again 
tempt them to try to reform society by means of 
rebellion, and to establish a socialistic society in a 
socialistic spirit, notwithstanding the unavoidable 
suffering connected with this attempt. They will be 
led to undertake this step because they put their 
hope a mirage of equality and prosperity, to awaken 
later in barbarism and slavery, : 

The love for the corporal wellbeing of our fel- 
low men, no less than their salvation, should induce 
us to make in all sincerity every effort and sacrifice 
in behalf of the suffering classes, and to lead them 
to social prosperity through the implanting of the 
social spirit in the human heart. :

Khe Lack of Co-Operation Between Land-Owner 
and Tenant. 


Good land needs not go begging, for a tenant 
an always be found to till such soil. This was true 
esterday and is true today. The tenant must, how- 
wer, show his credentials, he must be a farmer in 
ge strict sense of the word. He must know how 
) manage the farm, and management heads ail 
eedentials. He must use the farm as if it were 
ss Own; if he fails to do this he may be seeking 
;new landlord at the close of the season. Contracts 
re usually drawn, but in spite of contracts both 
arties to the contract are occasionally at logger- 
eads, and this is due to a want of co-operation. 
{ the tenant is expected to interest himself in the 
arm, so is also the owner. The owner should keep 
as buildings in as good a condition as when he oc- 
apied them, he should provide proper equipment 
dr stock and poultry, and finally make proper 
rovision for the fertilization of his fields; and this 
i this region means the furnishing of clover-seed. 

Here, then, comes the rub! Stubbornness has 
ever solved any problem. The owner may be coti- 
mmced that he has done his full duty in giving his 
arm at a low rental—and, by the way, rentals are 
o higher to-day than they were before the war, 
d this in spite of the fact that taxes have in- 
weased 50 per cent, due to the increased valuation 
f the land, the building of community schocls, 
rovements made on roads and increased salaries, 
specially those of school teachérs, which have ad- 
ced from 25 per cent to 125 per cent—The 
er bears the greater part of this burden, for 
ne tenant has but personal taxes levied against 

. In spite of this increased expenditure, the 
er can show no greater revenue from the field. 
tices paid for grain are about the same as before 
ne war. Land, from a financial standpoint, is a 
r investment, for it seldom brings a return in 
‘roportion to the investment, yet it is a stable in- 
estment and the landowner realizes this—En- 
‘rossed with such thoughts the owner frequently 
fuses to improve his buildings. 

The tenant counteracts all these statements by 
howing that both yield and prices are about the 
ame as before the war. It costs him considerably 
more now to produce and harvest a_ crop 

an it did then. Farm machinery has advanced 
‘rom 50 per cent to 100 per cent in price. Cloth- 
g and food have materially advanced. Extra 
especially during the harvesting  sea- 
_ has added no little to the farmer’s burden. 
then should he improve another’s property, 
to-morrow he may have to vacate the land?

that will produce. Co-operation benefits both, 
Yields. 

Few farmers in the southern section of the corn- 
belt of Illinois will ever forget 1914. In many in- 
stances both owner and tenant would have been 
“down and out” had aid been wanting. Fortunate- 
ly most banks were ready to “carry” their con- 
stituents; had they not done so many farms would 
have been without an occupant, and I know of no 
farm that was vacant, due to this slump: The fol- 
lowing year produced a fairly good harvest and 
prices advanced, due to the war. A few farmers 
were able to liquidate their debts. The bumper 
crop and the high prices of 1916 not only wiped 
out-most of the debts made two years previous, but 
placed the farmer on a sound footing, 

Too much prosperity has often been a man’s 
undoing, and the farmer is no exception to the 
rule. The high prices paid him during 1917-18 
turned many heads. Laboring under the false im- 
pression that both the price of land and produce 
would never revert to its former standard, farmers 
began to gamble. Land was purchased at fabulously 
high prices; grain was stored in the hope of a still 
greater rise, and then the bottom fell out of the 
barrel and many lost heavily. I need but cite a few 
cases: a young farmer had inherited $26,000. In 
his own eyes he was a millionaire. Against the ad- 
vice of those who looked into the future he pur- 
chased 280 acres of land at $450 per acre. To-day 
he bemoans the loss of both land and money. In 
another instance a farmer had hoarded up 8000 
bushels of corn for which he had been offered $2 
per bushel. Prices began dropping, and still, hoping 
against hope, he held on, and at length sold at 38c 
per bushel. It may seem like a fable, but it is too 
true, and such cases were not uncommon. 

The yield during the war years was fairly good; 
then came the meager years, and the cry for help 
went forth from many quarters. Bankers were be- 
sieged and some of them, who had placed too great 
a trust in some of their clients, were forced to the- 
wall. 

The conservative farmer, and by that I mean the 
good manager, suffers on an average little loss. Al- 
though one year may produce little or no crop the 
following year balances his loss. 

The farmer is more or less dependent upon 
weather conditions. The fruit of his labor depends 
upon these conditions in conjunction with good 
management. The appearance of his field may in ~ 
the early summer give evidence of a prosperous 
year, but droughts, bugs and excessive rains have’ 
often played havoc with his prognostications, and 
in harvest time he may rejoice if he still comes out ~ 
even, One of.my parishioners presented me with his ©

fairly good land, his total revenue from the sale o7 
cattle, hogs, cream, poultry, eggs, and wheat he had 
derived a revenue of $2300—while his expenditures 


were nigh on $2500. Each and every item was given 
and I failed to find a dollar spent extravagantly. 
He was born and bred on a farm and is considered 
a conservative farmer. His farm and implements 
represented an investment of $25,000, and this 
brought him no return whatever. . 

The question tow arises whether the farm 1S 
a paying investment, and whether what it yields 
warrants the farmer to continue in his chosen field 
of work? What answer can be given to this query? 
If the farm did not pay, there would be no 
farmers, I might also retort by asking the farmer: 
Is your lot any worse than that of the banker, 
merchant, mechanic or laborer? The banker knows 
no hours; while others are in the bosom of sleep, 
he may be handling problems that may make or un- 
do him. Although usually careful as to investments, 
he, too, frequently suffers great losses. The mer- 
chant’s lot is on a parallel with the banker’s; he 
too invests and occasionally finds his counters well 
stocked with unsaleable goods, which he gladly 
sacrifices at a loss, and added to this is the loss of 
bad debts. What about the mechanic? Let the 
farmer pry into his life and he will find that the 
majority, though they receive big wages, are work- 
ing on part time. Carpenters, masons, bricklayers, 
miners and others are often idle. Their whole 
year’s work might easily be done in six months or 
less. 

Professional men labor and struggle on for 
years before they have completed their nest. Is the 
farmer’s condition worse than these? Has’nt the 
farm given him a living? If it has not, might not 
the fault be with him? Why blame the weather or 
the markets when the blame might often be placed 
at his own door? Successful farmers as a rule take 
things as they are and not as they should be. 


The Disparity Between Prices Paid to the Farmer 
and Those Paid by the Consumer. 

There is an ocean of difference between the 
prices the farmer receives for his goods and the 
price paid by the consumer for these goods either 
in their natural or finished state. The railroads, 
the express companies, the manufacturer, the com- 
mission merchant, wholesaler and retailer are all 
charged with dishonesty. 

A. few illustrations of disparity in prices might 
not be out of place: The consumer is always paying 
for eggs and poultry twice the amount the farmer 
receives, In January the farmer was paid 35c for 
eggs—the consumer in the city paid 65¢ to 7c. 
In March eggs had dropped to 15c—but the con- 
sumer was paying 30c. Who got the difference ? 

_ The elevators were paying 84c to $1.00 per 
bushel for wheat. It brought that price ten years 
ago and bread was then selling at five cents per loaf 
—a loaf of equal weight is selling now at 9 to 10 
cents. Congress will investigate the baking interests 
as soon as they have pigeon-holed the oil interests. 
But if the bakers need investigation, why not the 
flour manufacturers ? 5 


The farmer has sold his hides at 31% to 4 cents © 
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per pound. Shoe leather is out .of reach and shoe| 
are selling at 100 per cent above the price of tet 
years ago. At a convention of shoe manufacturer} 
held at St. Louis last year this question was broughy 
before the assembled body. It was there stated tha} 
farmers as a rule brought to market hides that hac 
been poorly preserved and had been kept for a pertod 
of time before selling, thus depreciating their value 
and that in manv instances these hides were we 
and of no value; it was further stated that the tan 
ner was paying the packer three to four times as 
much as he paid the farmer,and the reason giver} 
was that the packer exercises greater care in the pre} 
servation of the hides. 

Bees-wax: One of my farmers was offered nine 
cents per pound for his wax—but wax candles are 
marketed at 85 to 90c. 

Corn: A limited amount of corn is brought to 
the elevator (most of our farmers feed their corn 
to the stock). This corn in former years was 
shipped to the distiller—and if Dame Rumor is 
right, some is still wending its way to the moon 
shiner. The greater part however goes to the prod- 
ucer of breakfast foods, Before the war the farmer 
marketed his corn at 45 to 60cents. He received 
no more this season. The average package of corn 
flakes was then sold at 10.cts. or 3 packages for a 
quarter. This same package is retailing today at 15 
cents. Who is the profiteer? : 

These questions are often discussed among far- 
mers and the question they propose is: “Why 
should not the farmer as well as the manufacturer 
place a price upon his produce?” Men who neither 
sew, nor spin, nor gather into barns, men who have 
probably never seen ‘a grain field or any other field 
dictate the price of the farmer’s labor. The egg- 
hoarder will manage to keep up the price of fresh 
eggs till he has disposed of his storage product. 
Bulls and bears vie with each other as to the price 
of grain, wool or cotton. Another wedge between 
the producer and consumer is the middleman wh 
too feels that the world owes him a living. ? 

All in all, the farmer might at times find some 
excuse for growling, grumbling and finding fault 
with his lot, but let him remember: ; 


“For every evil under the sun, 

There’s a remedy, or there’s none; 

If there is one, try and find it— 

If there isn’t, never mind it.” * 


Organization. : 

__ This subject is of greatest importance. It has been 
discussed and argued from every angle, hence little 
need be said here. The farmer needs but a glance 
at those who have profitted by organization and he 
must conclude that “in Union there is strength.” If 
the farming community was well organized, it woul 
dictate terms to the world, for the world after a 
is dependent upon farm products for a living—a 
more, Pe dig 7 ; 
In recent years farmers have banded together. § 
conducting elevators, community stores, etc., 
with few exceptions have profitted thereby, Fail 
in almost every case were due to bad managem 
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The good work done by our farm bureaus needs 
rno recommendation, Still the farm bureau has not 
ebeen able to enlist every farmer among its members. 
The excuse often givenis that these organizations 
jare headed by crooks. If such be the case, why not 
vweed them out? There was a crook among the 
apostles. Crooks are found in every avenue of life. 
[Labor organizations have had their crooks. Busi- 
pness and professional men have had the misfortune 
of harboring unprincipled characters; even men in 
tthe highest and most trusted stations are not always 
pabove suspicion. This is a poor argument against 
C organization, 
Farmers might improve their lot if they would 
rresort to diversified farming. In the northern part 
of the corn belt of Illinois, when the corn crop 
{failed, farmers were often as poor as Job—and no 
better fate came to the Calhoun county apple grower 
when his crop met with disaster. F.C. Forbes in 
an article written for the Chicago Herald & Ex- 
miner urges Texas farmers to diversify their crops, 
for, says he, ‘““when cotton suffers, so do Texas and 
Texans.’ Ata regional conference of bankers of 
the Tenth Federal Reserve District held at Kansas 
City, Feb. 21, 1924, crop diversification was urged 
as a cure for many of the financial ills besetting 
ifarmers and bankers alike. It might not be amiss 
to state that in a number of our Central Illinois 
towns, poultry houses can show a bigger business 
than can elevators, and yet some years ago many 
ifarmers considered poultry raising unworthy of any 
attention.In an illustration prepared by the Country 
Gentleman it was shown that poultry nets a gicater 
revenue for the farmer than does wheat. 

The farmer is inclined to be somewhat pessi- 
mistic. He sees but one side of life. He fails to 
make comparisons. If he be discouraged because of 
failures, he must also consider that failure is often 
knocking at the door of his neighbor. At a conven- 
tion of retail merchants held at St. Louis in Keb- 
ruary of the present year one of the speakers stated 
that but 3% of retailers had made any money dur- 
jing the past year. Think of it, Mr. Farmer! 97%

Social Study of the Prophets. 


Interest in the social aspect of the Sacred 
Scriptures is wide-spread at the present day in non- 
Catholic circles. Socialists long ago interpreted the 
New and Old Testament to support their revolu- 
tionary ideals, where they did not, like Marx, di- 
rectly scoff at the teachings of Christ. Based on 
misinterpretation though their conclusons have 
been, yet these distortions of the sense of the 
Sacred Books are in not a few instances simply 
taken for granted by their readers. Constant rep- 
etition has made them appear as a matter of fact. 
The same may be said of the social significance 
attached to Scripture incidents and texts by rat- 
ionalistic writers and higher critics in our day. 
The consequence is that a perverted meaning has 
been attached to the social message of the Sacred 
Scriptures. 


That we are indeed to look to the inspired writ- 
ings for light upon social, economic and political 
questions, where these touch upon the realm of 
religion and morals, is sufficiently clear. We have, 
it is true, the teaching of the Church to enlighten 
us, but this does not exclude direct recourse to the 
Sacred Scriptures, It enables us, rather, to interpret 
them aright where others often merely read out 
of them their own preconceived notions. This is 
most palpably the case among writers of social 
literature. 

It is well therefore to search the Scripture for 


- whatever additional social light we can gain from 


them, following, however, the same methods of re- 
search that must guide every Catholic Scripture 
student, and which have been so clearly and com- 
pletely set down by Pope Leo XIII in his great 
Encyclical on “The Study of Holy Scripture.’ It 
is true that the main directive principles of social 
action have been made plain by what we may call 
the official social literature of the Church, the En- 
cyclical letters of the Popes and the great Pastorals 
of various national Hierarchies, But it is still im- 
portant that we seek for confirmation, amplifica- 
tion and illustration of these same doctrines in 
Holy Writ, and that thence we take further ex- 
ample and encouragement for Catholic social action. 


-In the Old Testament the books of the Prophets 
are especially rich in social applications. A modern 
social literature may in fact be said to have grown 
up from them. A book of this nature is that just 
issued by the Kommissionsverlag der Kath. Ver- 
einsbuchhandlung, Salzburg, under the title “Die 
soziale und politische Wirksamkeit des alttesta- 
mentlichen Prophetenthums.” Its author is Dr. 
Andreas Eberharter, who dedicates his volume. to 
the third centenary “of the existence of the Cath- 
olic theological faculty at. Salzburg, of which he 
himself is a member. - 


Dr, Eberharter first outlines in general the at- 
titude assumed in the Old Testament towards the 
family, towards the social and economic relations 
of men, and towards the political state. He then

deals at greater length of the social and political 
aspect of the prophetic writings. 

Coming at a time when the theocracy had yield- 
ed to the monarchy; when in industrial life prod- 
uction for home consumption had in great measure 
been complemented by production for exportation , 
when by intermixture with other nations the religi- 
ous ideal had been weakened, idolatry had spread 
and consequently domestic, social and political condi- 
tions had been corrupted; and when, finally, the 
chasm between rich and poor had been cleit open 
wide, with extortion and oppression on the one 
side and boundless misery and destitution on the 
other,—the Prophets were called upon to attack 
with vigorous words the social abuses of their 
times. Hence the particular value of a social study 
of the prophetic books, 


Dr. Eberharter has done his work well and 
faithfully. His interpretation in general is accurate 
and reliable, and his treatment is as comp!ete as we 
could well expect it to be within the limits of about 

°150 pages. There is just one point to which I would 
take exception, It refers to the transition from the 
theocracy to a human monarchy in the days of 
Saul, to which the author at various times alludes. 
That this change was then actually planned by 
Samuel and desired by Almighty God cannot be 
held. The fact is that God allowed the people to 
have their own will as a punishment for their want 


of confidence in Him: “Hearken to the voice of . 


the people in all they say to thee,” He instructed 
Samuel. “For they have not rejected thee, but me, 
that I should not reign over them.” 


The will of the people under those circum- 
stances was clearly, therefore, opposed to the will 
of Samuel and the Divine will. Whether under other 
circumstances, in view of what we read in 1 Kings 
ii.10 and in Deuteronomy xvii. 14, 15, the institu- 
tion of a monarchy was ultimately willed by God 
and carried out according to His desires in the 
elevation of David to the throne is quite another 
question, into which I need not enter here. 


In conclusion we gladly welcome Dr. Andreas 
Eberharter’s contribution to our Catholic social 
literature.

Labor’s May Day Parades, A Symptom of 
Labor’s Soul:Sickness. | 


Having watched the Labor Procession on May

than he cares to number, Mr. Stanley B. | 
lames declares in the Catholic Times (issue 
of May 10th), it had always been with the 


feeling that a shameful exposure was being made i 
of something that should be hidden from unsym- t 
pathetic eyes. ‘“Nothing that its worst enemies have | 
said of the Workers’ cause, he continues, “is more 
damning than this series of tawdry banners, be- ; 
ribboned wagons and straggling men and women.” \ 
Mr, James admits however: “Perhaps one had 
hoped too much—hoped that, in some way, those | 
whose Day it is would utilize it for riotous reaction 
against the sordidness and ugliness amid which 
they are compelled to live and labor.” 

He has seen the Church bring a momentary 
flush of color to Stepney and Whitechapel (Lon- 
don). “Her white-robed processions have been a 
real protest against the squalor and poverty of 
twentieth century London, he says. “But the May 
Day processions do nothing of the kind. They are 
of the same sordid character as the surroundings 
from which they come. They bear upon them the 
impress of the civilisation against which they 
march. The songs of the captives are in the lan- 
guage of the captors, It is easy to see that the 
minds of those responsible have been fashioned in 
factory and mill, in workshop and mine. Not in 
such drab fashion did men and women rejoice in — 
the “Merrie England” of long ago.” 

Mr, James perceives quite clearly that labor is _ 
not to blame for this. “On the contrary, he says, — 
“it does but add to the condemnation of that in-— 
It “1s “aa 
foolish sneer that the pageantry of the workers — 
is a sorry thing and that they themselves are un- 
couth, It is they who made this industrial civiliza-~ 
tion of ours who must answer for that.” He further 
points out that this disease, whose symptoms are 
exposed’ so ruthlessly before the eyes of men on 
May Day, lies very deep. “After all, this lack of 
dramatic beauty and full-hearted joyfulness does 
mean that the soul of Labor is sick. If it were 
not so, surely it would flame out in some way on_ 
this occasion. It is not merely in its processions 
that the evil is apparent. In the Institutes where 
Labor’s spokesmen are to be heard—in the litera-_ 
ture published and distributed—the same charac- 
teristics are-to be noted, Anything less inspiring 
than the average Labor Hall it would be difficult _ 
to find. I have spoken in scores of them, and T_ 
do not remember one that gave an adequate sense 
of the dignity of ‘the Cause.’ ” ; 

_ He has contrasted these May Day processions 
with those of the Church, The reason for the 
difference discovered is obvious, and it indicates 
where, as he points out, the remed for the soul- 
sickness afflicting the Labor Movement is to be 
sought. “To overcome the environment of an ugly 
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civilization and a demoralizing industrialism, he 
continues, “it is necessary to have recourse to the 
Divine Society whose foundations are in Eternity. 
To conquer this world appeal must be made to the 
other. Some hint of the supernatural, some appeal 
o the Catholic Church which watched over the 
rradle of European liberties, some touch remin- 
iscent of those guilds which marched under the 
yanners of their patron saints—and what a differ- 
rence it would make!” 

The English writer deplores that Labor sets 
‘ts face today against any alliance with organized 
eeligion, and that it would least of all think of 
submission to the Catholic Church. This is un- 


cortunately true, as it is also true that Labor 
will never win real freedom till that sub- 
Mission is made. Labor is not in itself and 


of itself anti-religious; but its mind has 
neen poisoned by false prophets, Even today it 
Joes not realize that the degradation of the work- 
ers of the nineteenth century was the direct result 
of the practical application to life of principles 
opposed to the teachings of the Church. That the 
enemies of the Church have been, and always will 
xe, the enemies of the toiling masses.

For A System of Wholesome Restraint. 


In an interview granted Samuel Crowther, and 
orinted in Collier's Weekly, President Coolidge is 
yuoted as having answered the question whetler 
‘wastes of reasonable competition are less harm- 
ful than the eventual inertia of monopoly”, with 
-he following statement: 

“A pure despotism of any kind is in theory the most 
=fficient form of control. But it does not work out. Men 


cannot well exercise more than a certain amount of power 
And despotism. doés not inake for the best citizens. The 


American idea is that a man should be allowed to make _ 


vis own mistakes.” ; 
_ The last assertion rests on the theory of laissez 
wler laissez faire. Experience has taught us, how- 
=ver, that men are apt to make mistakes involving 
he rights and fortunes of other men. The owner 
of coal lands may open a new mine, and induce 
qundreds of men to settle around his shaft-house. 
By making mistakes he will injure the welfare of 
hose he has called to assist him in his undertaking. 
thes are, of course, also making a mistake in fol- 
owing his invitation, But by doing so they are 
jeopardizing not alone their own fortune, but the 
fortune of their wives and children. 
_ There should, therefore, be some sort of super- 
vision over the individual enterpreneur, or sto~k 
mpanies, preferably by the industry, instead of 
he state. Anyone undertaking to open up a new 
e, or other industrial enterprise affecting the 
elfare of others, should be obliged to furnish 
roof of his ability to carry through his intende I 
rts saen unduly jeopardizing the economic 
velfare of those he invites to participate in his 


se 


project. If such a policy were established, the suffer- 
ing and misery due to a too great degree. of econ- 
omic freedom, which permits an operator to call on 
hundreds, and even thousands of men to engage 
with him without giving them any assurance of 
safety for the future, could be avoided to a great 
extent. Undoubtedly, some abuses and shortcom- 
ings would be attached to a system of restraint. 
But we have by this time realized that no economic 
system guarantees perfection or will run as smooth- 
ly as a well-built and regulated clock. 


The State, a Doctor Omnipotent! 


Writing to the New York Times from Massil- 
lions: Ol; -Draisal Mir Sieversivasksm “Aremmot 
trade unions to blame for the fact that so few 
boys are taught a trade in this country? Is not 
this the cause of so much juvenile delinquency ?’” 
And there are others who hold the same opinion. 
The truth is that, while organized labor does re- 
strict the number of apprentices a master is per- 
mitted to employ, the disinclination of the Ameri- 
can youth to learn a trade is perhaps the chief 
cause of what is today a real evil—the lack of 
skilled mechanics and artisans. 

It is characteristic of the tendency of the times. 
to look to the State for aid, that this man should 
add to his suggestion, “every boy should be taught 
some constructive (?) work that would give him 
self-respect and a compensation in cash’: “How 
can this be brought about, through Congress, or 
by State Legislaturés?” 

By all means have Congress or the Legislatures, 
preferably both, tackle the job! Then some day 
young men will be forced to learn a trade and the 
open shop of the operators and the closed shop 
of the unions will be turned into shops made as 
tight by the State as were the transport and grain 
workers’ unions in the Rome of the emperors. 
Men were made life members of these organiza- 
tions by the omnipotent State, which ultimately 
forced even the peasants to remain on their farms. 
and till the soil. 


Attempting to Abolish Night Work in Bakeries. 

For years past organized bakery workers, and 
others interested in the betterment of working- 
conditions, have proposed the abolition of niglit- 
work in bakeries. Thus far these attempts have been 
accompanied by little success. 

The interim report on Cereals, Flour and Bread, 
recently published by the “Departmental Commit- 
tee on Distribution and Prices of Agricultural 
Produce” in Great Britain, explains to a certain 
degree the reasons therefor. In the chapter on 
“Costs of Baking and Distribution” night-baking is. 
referred to in the following manner: “Bread-baking 
is usually carried on during the night, and we un- 
derstand that the ovens retain sufficient heat during 
the day, without further fuel consumption, to bake — 
the cakes and biscuits required for the confectionery 
business which is generally combined with the 


_ manufacture and sale of bread. Hence, cakes are 
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baked free of cost, as it were, which is a substan- 
tial consideration, so far as the contectionery side 
of the business is concerned, It is this consideration 
which makes night-baking advantageous.” 

The report goes on to Say that from time to 
time the question of discontinuing the practice has 
arisen. The Committee had been informed, how- 
ever, that “the inevitable result of its discontinu- 
ance would be to necessitate the baker either giving 
up the manufacture of other goods, such as cakes 
and biscuits, thus putting to no effective use the 
heat remaining in the ovens, or, alternatively, en- 
larging his plant so that both bread and confection- 
ery could be manufactured simultaneously. In either 
event, the cost of baking, and therefore, the price 
of the loaf, would be increased.” *) 

It would be interesting to know what British 
journeymen bakers have to say to this. Evidently 
the opinion stated is that of the master-bakers. 
Furthermore, do the same reasons hold good for 
our country? Generally it has been stated that 
night-baking could not be discontinued because the 
public demanded fresh bread and rolls for break- 
fast, and that for this reason individual bakers 
could not think of discontinuing night work unless 
all bakers were compelled to do so. 


A Union Journal On Apprenticeship. 

That apprenticeship in the building trade is one 
of the most perplexing problems of the industry, 
is admitted by The Carpenter, official journal of 
the United Brotherhood of Carpenters and Joiners 
of America. “To Union carpenters, says the article 
on “Training Apprentices’, “it presents a host of 
difficulties, and with all the consideration which 
has been given to it by organizations of both work- 
ingmen and employers, it cannot be said that there 
exists as yet any nation-wide and co-ordinated plan 
for the training of youths in the carpentry trade.”*) 

The editorial admits this to be “a very serious 
condition for a great basic industry like that of 
building.” Not that journeymen are lacking; “there 
1s a more or less steady stream of young men com- 
ing into the trade,” says the writer of the article. 
He adds the query, however: “But do they come, 
taking them altogether, from those reliable sources 
of thorough training which the old apprenticeship 
system provided?” His answer is: “As practical 
carpenters we know they do not.” He attributes 
this condition to various factors. 

Apprentices, according to the editor of The 
Carpenter, “do not get that fundamental experience 
in the shop and on the building which men in the 
trade who are still in the prime of life got.” This 
seems to him to be due, “in some measure, to the 
extended use of machinery so ‘far as the shopwork 
1s concerned”, while the encouragement given by 
contractors to the splitting up and specialization of 
various branches of trade among the men working 
on buildings is also to blame, according to the

same authority. This is done for cheapness sake, says 
the editorial, “but it is at the cost of reducing the 
army of fully qualified all around mechanics.” It 15 
claimed that even the majority of the tools, formerly; 
used in carpentry, are no longer used; “they are 
stored away in the carpenter’s tool chest and have 
been for quite a while.” 

To anyone coming in contact with employers 
of artisans of any kind the complaint that the unions 
hamper the employment and training of apprentices 
is well known. The Carpenter puts the blame on 
the masters. “It is no use for the employers in the 
building industry, says the editorial in conclusion, 
“to wail about the scanty supply of skilled men, 
and to think that conditions can be set right by 
such means as the ridiculous “trade schools’, where 
they undertake to turn out a competent mechanic 
in the course of a few weeks or months.” The 
editor of that official journal thinks, the only com- 
prehensive way of dealing with the problem “is for 
the contractors, represented nationally, to go into 
this with our Brotherhood, and to lay down an 
agreement and conditions deserving of the 
name of a real apprenticeship system.” 

Why are problems of this nature not discussed 
in the meetings of our societies? The question 
brought up by the editor of The Carpenter does not 
concern merely masters and journeymen, but all 
men, The cost, the usefulness and safety of cur 
very dwellings, so essential to true civilization, de- 
pend on the solution of the proposed problem. ‘There 
are other reasons why the matter of apprenticeship 
must be considered a social problem. It should be 
our desire to increase the number of skilled work- 
ers, and decrease the number of semi-skilled or non- 
skilled workers. The economic tendency favors the 
development of the latter, while those interested in 
the welfare of the people must dd everything in 


-| their power to favor the former.

“That each society accepting the invitation to collabor 
ate with the national committee be invited to state in what 
way, to what extent, and in what places it could arrange 
meetings, conferences, lectures or study circles; or could 
publish, sell, or distribute literature; or could provide 
competent lecturers or cortespondence tutors, on any ques- 
tion coming within range of the committee. In acting 
upon this information the committee shall co-ordinate 
activity in such a manner as to promote and not hinder 
the free development of the organizations concerned, and 
to avoid causing friction between them.” 


STABILIZATION OF THE FAMILY. 

The recently published volume on Le Probleme 
de Population, consisting of the lectures and con- 
ferences delivered at the 15. session of the Semaines 
Sociales de France, held in August, 1923, contains 
a paper by Pere Desbuquois, S. J., on the economic 
reforms necessary for the stabilisation of famuy 
life. The family, if it is to survive, must have 
security, not as a concession, but as a right due to 
labor. Pere Desbuquois vindicates the right to a 
family living wage, both on the grounds of strict 
justice and of social and economic utility. Since 
it is on the family that Industry depends for its 
necessary complement of labor, it is the business 
of Industry to provide for the security of the family. 

One step in this direction has already been taken 
through tke private enterprise of various groups of em- 
ployers in France who make joint contributions to a cen- 
tral fund, in proportion to the total number of their em- 
ployees. “Jut of this fund “allocations familiales”’, or family 
bonuses, are paid weekly to the married employees over 
and above their wages, in proportion to the number of 
their children. At present this practice depends entirely 
on the free will and good sense of individual employers. 
But Pere Desbuquois thinks the time has come when the 
State must make this. compulsory on employers in gen- 
eral, within certain limits. That Industry can stand it has 
been proved by experience. 


SEAMEN’S WELFARE. 

Ship-visiting has recently. been organized at 
Port Melbourne, Victoria, under the direction of 
Fr, O’Dwyer, O.C.C. A report states that. the St. 
Vincent de Paul Society Ship-Visitors have inter- 
viewed nearly two thousand Catholic seamen dur- 
ing the first few months of their Apostolate. 

The new Catholic Seamen’s Institute, erected by 
the St. Vincent de Paul Society at Sydney, ee 
lia, was dedicated on April 6th. It is a commoslic 
building representing an investment of $40,000.00. 
One of the speakers on this occasion, Rev. Fr, G. 
E. Herlihy, said: that the seamen were the men we 
saw least of all, and consequently they were the 
men of whom we thought least. The wants of other 
people were staring at us every day....’Their needs 
chased us, and we could not get away from them. 
We must stand up to them, and meet them, But 
the sailor did his work where most of ts did not 
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care to go. In this appeal they (the promoters of 
this charity) could go straight to the hearts of the 
mothers of Australia, If their sons were seafarers, 
would they not rejoice to know that in some strange 
foreign port they would be welcomed by such men 
as the brothers of the St, Vincent de Paul Society? 


INDUSTRIAL ACCIDENTS. : 

A straight run of 150 days without a single 
accident to any of its 650 employes is the achieve- 
ment of Niagara (Wis.) plant of the Kimberly- 
Clark Paper Company in competition with two 
other mills of the concern for a safety record. 

A few years ago this plant was operating with an 
accident jist of trom twelve to fifteen a month. It com- 
pleted the year 1923 with but five accidents causing a loss 
of time during which it made its record run equivalent 
to 97,000 man days without accident of any nature. For 
years the company carried its own accident lability, and 
the success of) the safety campaign brought a substantial 
saving on this account alone. 


BIRTH CONTROL. 
The British Minister of Health recently received 
a deputation, introduced by Mr, F. A. Broad, M. 
P., on the subject of birth control. The speakers 
for the deputation included also Mr. H. G. Wells, 
the Hon. Mrs. Bertrand Russell, Dr. Frances Hux- 
ley, and Mrs. Jenny Baker, and a statement was 


read from Dr. Sloan Chesser, 

The deputation urged that the Minister should remove 
the embargo on the giving of information with regard to 
methods of birth control at. maternity centres. In their 
opinion, it was contrary to the whole policy of the Labor 
Party to deny working women access to knowledge which 
was readily available to people who could afford to pay 
for it. They also requested that the Minister should make 
it quite clear that doctors in the public health service were 
free, in their public capacity, to 
when they considered it medically advisable. 

The Minister, in reply, said that a clear distinction 
must be drawn between allowing access to knowledge and 
actually distributing knowledge. No one would seriously 
maintain that access to knowledge should be forbidden, 
but public opinion on this question was not so definite that 
it would allow State and State aided institutions to do 
more than direct people in need of advice as to where it 
should be obtainable. The decision, in fact, must be with 
Parliament, and not be assumed by administrative action.

According to the sponsors of the new organization, 1 
remains for agrarians to demonstrate that in the develop 
ment of agriculture lies the best hope of extricating Eu 
rope from the abyss and the most effective guarantee fo1 
the future. The means by which these desirable ends are 
to be attained is the deepening of agrarian self-conscious- 
ness in various countries through the medium of far- 
reaching schemes of co-operation. 


WASTE. 

“Caritas”, published by the Caritasverband of 
Germany, in its April issue calls attention to a 
statement in the Zeitschr. f. soziale Hygiene, of 
July, 1923, comparing the nutrition value of the 
food the Quakers of our country distributed ne 
the children of Germany, with the food value ot 
the malt consumed by the brewing industry of that 
country during the same period. S 
From January 1920 to October 1922 foodstuffs weigh- 
ing 33.5 million kilog. were brought into Germany; th 
food value is estimated at 22 milliard calories. Durins 
the same time, according to official figures, 1.22 milli 
tons of malt were used for brewing purposes. In th 
instance the calories are estimated at five billions. The 
journal, referred to by Caritas, draws the conclusion: 
“Our beer-drinkers poured down their throats forty-o 
times more nutrition-values than* the Quakers bro 
into Germany for the purpose of preventing the star 
tion of our children.” a

Realty PteaGeiates will accept the regular monthly sav- 
ings of an employe up to 10 per cent of the employe’s 
salary, and pay the employe 6 per cent interest, “computed 
monthly and compounded semi-annually,” the principal 
aand interest to remain as a credit to the account of the 
eemploye. At the end of each fiscal year the company, on 
tthe basis of its 1923 earnings, will place to the credit ot 
tthe employe, in a separate fund, an amount equal to his 
ssavings on that date which will likewise draw com- 
j pounded interest at 6 per cent. It is understood in the 
ccontract that the employe will have no title to this protit- 
s sharing credit until the expiration of five years, when he 
vwill be entitled to half of the credit on the settlement 

of his account. 

Should his account continue, the employe has the priv- 
iilege of settlement at succeeding five-year periods until 
t the twentieth year, when the credit will be closed and the 
«employe receive all credits in full, the same as in a 
i twenty-year endowment insurance policy. 


PRISON LABOR. 
: Governor Smith, in a memorandum filed with 
tthe new Prison Law, reorganizing .the industria! 
cemployment of prisoners in N. Y. State Prisons 
gand their compensation, explains its object as 
i follows: 
“To provide a modern industrial system in the prisons 


'under a competent Superintendent of Industries, to pay 


j prisoners a reasonable wage for their work, based upon 
ywhat they actually do, and to give the industrial record 
cof each prisoner a real weight in determining parole. At 
ithe present time, the prison industrial management is 
‘simply a part of the prison disciplinary system. There is 
/no one competent head of the production system and no 
/ one person responsible for the development of an adequate 
jmarket for prison goods, for the establishment and main- 
) tenance of modern prison machinery, for the assignment of 
| prisoners to industries and for the compensation and in- 
» dustrial records of prisoners. At the present time, the 
| prisoners receive only 1% cents a day for their work. 
‘With such a ridiculous wage, there is no incentive to the 
| prisoner to work hard and develop a good industrial 
»record. The bill now before me offers a real inducement 
}to each prisoner to work hard and conduct himself prop- 
»erly and holds out as incentives, pay based upon actual 
s€arnings of the industries and a. ngw parole system 
» which will take into consideration the prisoner’s industria! 
»record. I regard this bill as the most progressive step in 
| prison legislation ever taken in this State.” 


CO-OPERATION. 

In addition to their co-operative bank, the 
Amalgamated Clothing Workers of New York are 
building up “credit unions” in their local organi- 
zations, through which members can make loans to 
each other at cost. The first of these co-operative 
credit unions has already been incorporated under 
the New York Credit Union Law, and in one month 
has received 244 applications for membership. 
Shares are sold at $10 each, and all members of 

e credit union may, obtain loans. 


‘ The report of the Irish Agricultural Organiza- 
tion Society, recently published, shows how greatly, 
in spite of all conflicts, the co-operative movement 
's spread through rural Ireland. There are three 
dred and forty creameries, fed by one hundred 
id four auxiliary societies, which are not separ- 

y registered; three hundred and eighty-nine ag- 
cultural societies, one hundred and twenty-one 


credit associations, and one hundred and seventy- 
two societies with miscellaneous objects, the mar- 
keting of poultry and eggs, the scutching of flax, 
co-operative farming societies, and federations 
with a total turnover of £8,955,598. 


The comprehensive report of the International 
Banking Committee of the International Co-opera- 
tive Alliance, the first of its kind to be issued, con- 
tains a comprehensive analysis of 45 of the leading 
co-operative banks of the world. 

Only one of the co-operative banks in America is in- 
cluded in the report. With the exception of this country, 
the committee reports that India leads the world in the 
number of co-operative banks with a total of seven, while 
Denmark has the honor of being the home of the largest 
workers’ bank, which has resources of more than 35 
million dollars. The Danish Co-Operative Bank of Copen- 
hagen is followed by a close second in the National Co- 
operative Credit Institute of Rome, Italy. America’s largest 
co-operative bank (the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers Co-Operative Naticnal Bank of Cleveland) comes 
third with its resources totaling over 25 million dollars. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

The Christian Herald, a Protestant weekly, 
prints the following item in an issue of recent date: 
“One of the most significant events in the history of 
Christianity of Japan is the recent opening of the 
primary schools of Tokio for Christian teaching 
once a week. The Mayor of Japan's capital sought 
some method of strengthening the moral fiber of 
the youth and as a result arrangements were made 
vy which the National Sunday School Association 


“is providing speakers to give religious instructios

In connection with its summer conferences in 
Missouri, the Y. M. C. A. will take a small number 
of carefully selected students (no more than fif- 
teen) from colleges in the southwest, and give them 
employment on farms near Columbia, Mo.. from 
June 6 to August 15. After participating in the 
regular Ozark mountain student conference, these 
selected boys will be gathered weekly for seminar 
study under professors of the department of rural 
life of the University of Missouri. This study, 
coming in connection with actual farm work, is 
hoped to provide a new method for the develop- 
ment of rural leadership among college men.

Fundamentals of Christian Solidarism. 


The medieval ideal of economics recognizes as 
the end of national economy the general welfare 
of the people. Consequently public conditons must 
ee fashioned so that it will be possible, as a general 
rule, for each fami'y and each individual citizen 
(O escape permanent destitution. For the attain- 
ment ot this end it is not indeed necessary 
‘hat all be wealthy, or that property be divided with 
romplete equality, nor even that poverty be com- 
nletely abolished. It is necessary, however, that 
orovision be made both against entire classes of 
he population being assigned to a condition of per- 
manent destitution, and for a modest, although 


anequal wealth being assured to the greater part © 


of the population.

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For the purpose of effectively restraining self- 
ishness, of defending, with the necessary force, all 
rights of individuals and of the people collectively, 
and, on the other hand, for the purpose of supple- 
menting the strength of individuals and of their 
private associations as far as possible and in the 
interest of progress on the part of all—for these 
purposes and in the interest of attaining the end 
of national economy, the public-legal bodies have 
rights and duties (under the mediaeval concept) : 
The state, the community or parish, which in the 
Middle Ages stood more prominently to the fore- 
front in these matters, and finally those corpora- 
tions that are endowed with public-legal powers. 

It is evident that the application of these prin- 
ciples necessarily led to an extensive limitation of 
arbitrariness in economic endeavor and in the use 
of property. Such restraint, however, was entirely 
in accord with the purified idea of liberty which is 
characteristic of Christian-Germanic law.

Catholic Action to Build the City of God. 

The presidential adress of Mr. K. T. Pauls, 
delivered to the All-Indian Christian (Protestant) 
Conference at Bangalore, in which he outlines the 
Christian duty of India and the responsibilities of 
Christian citizenship, is termed by the Catholic 
Herald of India (issue of January 9, 1924) worthy 
of perusal by both Catholics and Protestants. That 
journal prints the following basic principles, con- 
tained in the address, while admitting that “Chris- 
tian Citizenship” is a designation covering many 
things and apt to be vague: 


(1) Christ’s kingdom is the triumph of God in the souls; 
it is first individual perfection and salvation. 

(2) It is also social and creates an organized society 
called by Christ Himself “My Church.” 

(3) You are all sons of the same Father (God), and 
brethren of one another. Hence: 

(a) The immense dignity of human nature and of 
each soul. 

(b) Spiritual equality of all men. 

(c) Liberty or full chance for each of realizing his 
spiritual worth. 

(4) The human family is the best earthly counterpart 
of the divine scheme: it is the primary sphere of human 
development and authority. 

(5) The State also, whatever its form, must reflect the 


- Divine Order, in the reality and justice of its authority. 


(6) The State must protect the weak: spiritual dignity 
of woman, child, infirm. 

(7) Peril and responsibility increase directly with pos- 
sessions: wealth must be regarded as held in trust. 

(8) The law of work is the law of abnegation. 

(9) The laws of forgiveness and of self-sacrifice must, 
make up for the inadequacy of the laws of justice and self- 
preservation. 


The Catholic Herald of India adds to this syn- 


opsis the following comment: 

“The above nine principles of Christian citizenship are 
pure Gospel, all the rest is either deduction or free adap- 
tation. The Gospel does not say which government is the 
best, which sort of service is the most opportune; it only 
says that the individual animated by these principles wil! 
be a good citizen, that a State permeated by these princi- 
ples will be a good State. 

“A common feeling with regard to these arses is 
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that they are too vague and abstract to be of any use in 
citizenship, but the feeling is common among those who 
have not tried them in their personal conduct. Besides, it 
is the expert’s task to build a complete political and social 
science, and an international law on these principles, when 
it becomes apparent what difference they make. Compare 
Adam Smith with Bargemont, Machiavelli with Devas. 

It is the duty and task of Catholic Action, of 
which Pius X. has said it is supremely necessary, 
to materialize those principles. It is today admitted 
that during the Middle Ages the peoples of Europe 
attained to greater happiness than in any previous 
or later epoch in history. This was due simply to 
the fact that Christian principles were thus applied 
to public as well as private action. Economic pro- 
duction, as carried on by the Guilds, became a 
sacred trust merely because all economic endeavor 
was intended to benefit, not some individual or 
individuals, but all men. Not merely, however, for 
the sake of their physical well-being, but because 
of their immortal souls. Life was not, even in 
those ages, a May morning. But Christian Soli- 
darity, put into practice and adhered to for a num- 
ber of centuries, made of this earth an abode of 
contentment, although, quite naturally, the perfect 
ideal was never realized. 

Catholics today must strive to put into practice 
once more the principles upon which the City of 
Godalone can be founded. It would seem that this 
is the task the present time has prepared for us. 
What will become of the world if we fail? And 
what will God’s judgment of us be if we neglect to 
attempt to carry out the task to which in His name 
a Leo XIII. has called us in his Encyclical on 
Christian Democracy, a Pius X. in his Encyclical 
on Catholic Action and a Pius XI. in his Enevclical 
on the Peace of Christ in the Kingdom of Christ? 


A Questionable Undertaking, 

It seems, the German American Citizens’

future. The Echo, of Buffalo, having called atten- 
tion to this endeavor, adds that no doubt ‘the 
German American vote will again play an imiportant 
tole in the coming election.”

The Rochester Federation proves what a group 
such as this, properly organized and imbued with <z 
correct spirit, may accomplish.

At times, it may be necessary to remove obstacles, 
before it is possible to accomplish anything worth 
while, but this is simply a part of all pioneer work. 
Even as those, who went out into the wilderness. 
were forced to clear the land not. merely of trees 
and underbrush, but ultimately also of the stumps, 
before they could expect a real harvest.

erself and baby. The woman had been previously 
arried to a Catholic and had entered the Church. 
‘er second marriage, after the death of the first 
isband, was to a non-Catholic. The woman as- 
-rted that he would not object to the baptism of 
ae child, but up until the time the woman and 
1ild were about to return to the hospital the bap- 
sm had not been performed. The woman is. tu- 
ercular. ; 

Whea the day arrived for the woman's return 
» the institution named, the Social Visitor, realiz- 
ig the exceedingly grave condition of the child’s 
ealth, found it advisable to administer lay bap- 
‘sm with the mother’s consent. On her departure 
rom the house the Social Visitor was approached 
y a neighbor, bearing a babe on her arm, asking 
er to come into her house. She had seen the 
roman in the house of the patient. Once inside 
ne kitchen, she was asked: “Are you the lady 
tat baptizes babies?” . The Social Visitor could 
carcely repress a smile at this peculiar query and 
aid: “Why do you ask?” The woman replied: 
Fa you baptize that baby upstairs and I have 
tee children I would like you to baptize.” “Are 
ou a Catholic?” the Social Visitor asked. “Sure,” 
swered the woman. It developed that the babe 
“arms and two surdy youngsters playing on tne 
Jewalk (one less than a year, the others ap- 
oximately two and three years of age) were her 
te by a mixed marriage, performed by a

join.” As a result the children had remained un- 
baptized. The woman concluded her recital with 
the repeated request that the Social Visitor bap- 
tize the children there and then, just as she had 
the little one upstairs. 

Apparently the woman was none too well in- 
formed as to the regulations of the Church regard- 
ing baptism; therefor the Visitor explained that 
a lay person could administer the sacrament only 
in a real emergency, and that such an emergency 
did not exist in the case of her three healthy 
youngsters. The parish priest, she told the woman, 
was the one to administer the sacrament.. When 
the woman showed hesitancy about seeing the 
parish priest, the Visitor offered to do this for her 
and to make the arrangements. The woman was 
convinced that her husband would not object to the 
baptism, whereupon arrangements were made with 
the priest. Some few days later the children were 
baptized in the parish church, the Social Visitor 
and a lady friend acting as sponsors. The mother 
was exceedingly happy, declaring: “You have 
lifted a great load from my heart today; I haven’t 
been so happy ina long time.” 

In her report the Social Visitor comments: 
“The same old story”; implying that in her own 
observations, covering many years, neglect to have 
the children baptized is the all too frequent result 
of mixed marriages. Here is confirmation of the 
warning issued by Bishops and priests time after 
time against the danger of mixed marriages, ad- 
vising man and woman both that the Catholic 
party will unquestionably encounter in such mar- 
riage grave difficulty in living up to his or her 
religious obligations.

Indiana State League Convention Devotes Atten- 
tion Principally to Klan. 

The General Convention of St. Joseph State 
League of Indiana, held on May 18.—20. in Sacred 
Heart Parish, Indianapolis, devoted its attention 
primarily to a discussion ot the Ku Klux eee 
which is a particularly live issue in that state. By 
vote of the delegates in the opening session on 
Monday morning, discussion of the Klan was 
made the special order of business on Monday 
afternoon. ‘The Convention was not as well at- 
tended as might have been expected, only 66 dele- 
gates being present. The animus of the delegates, 
however, was one of eagerness for active partici- 
pation in the work of the League, and the atten- 
dance at the sessions was uniformly very good. 
The Catholic Women’s Section held its meeting 
simultaneously. The Rt. Rev. Bishop J. ‘Chartrand, 
of Indianapolis, attended the Solemn Highmass on 
Sunday morning, and later, on Monday, conveyed

The preliminary meeting on Sunday morning in Sacred 
Heart Hall, on which occasion Dr. A. W. Miller, for the 
local committee, bade the delegates welcome, was followed 
by solemn Highmass with the Bishop in attendance, 
celebrated by the Rev. Msgr.

The Secretary’s report showed that a num 
ber of societies are delinquent, and the need for more in- 
tensive agitation work was emphasized, as was the need 
for the development of District Leagues. According to 
the motion mentioned, the afternoon session was devoted 
largely to a report by Mr. Otto H. Kreuzberger, with 
supplementary remarks by Msgr. Unterreitmeier and Mr. 
S. Preske, all of Evansville, on the activities of the Van- 
derburgh County Welfare Association, organized by a 
group of Catholics as citizens for the purpose of defeat- 
ing the candidates named by the Klan for the primaries. 
The association achieved its purpose, having succeeded 
in placing practically all of its candidates on the ticket 
for the fall election. One of the outstanding features of 
the association’s tactics was its refusal to sanction the 
candidacy of any Catholic, none but Protestants of clean 
record receiving the association’s support. The sense of 
the meeting was that the delegates should engage in 
similar action wherever conditions warrant it. A short 
time was given to the discussion of laying the founda- 
tion for sending out, in the not too remote future, lay 
speakers to acquaint the non-Catholics of Indiana with 
Catholic teachings and institutions. Mr. Kreuzberger 
initiated the discussion of this topic, Mr. A. F. Brock- 
land, of the Central Bureau, also speaking on it. At the 
evening Mass Meeting lectures were delivered by Mr. 
Brockland (on the Central Bureau and its Endowment 
as aids to Catholic Action) and Rev. Philip Marke, O.

The Farmer and His Problems 


The patience of the farmers of our country is, with 
out doubt, being sorely tried. They are not obtaining thi 
reward for their labor due them. Together with prod. 
uctive labor of every kind they are the victims of a sys 
tem which makes it possible for non-producers to ap 
propriate unearned increment by means of usurious 
practices. What these gain others must lose. This shoulc 
not be, since it is immoral and tends to create two classes 
in society—the very rich and a permanent proletariate. 

While we expect both the State and National Govern- 
ment to do what lies in their province and power to al- 
leviate the present condition of the farmer, we again wish 
to emphasize the duty of the farmer to have recourse to 
reliable means of self-help (dairying, crop-rotation, ete.) 
and mutual help for the purpose of bettering his condition 
and agriculture, the most essential of all productive en- 
deavors. Before all, let them give serious attention to co- 
operation based on the Rochdale plan. It has proven the 
salvation of the farmers of Denmark and has greatly aided 
those of other countries. 

We desire to bring to the attention of the Catholic 
farmers of Missouri the study course on rural -co-opera- 
tion, conducted by the Central Bureau of the C. V. last 
February, hoping that it may conduct similar courses in 
the future. 


For a Reform of Poor Houses and Jails 


The jails and poor-houses are the shame of America. 
Those in Missouri are, on the whole, no better and no 
worse, than those in other states. Justice and charity de- 
mand of us to pay attention to the conditions of our local 
institutions of this kind. We are responsible for the suffer- 
ing of their inmates and for the evils that grow out of 
neglect to provide properly for them.
